BUDGET DISPUTE 


A consideration of the information coming from the last 
two Separate Schoo! Board meetings, ralses the following im- 
portant questions: 


1, If the Bourd can partly cover a deficit in salary account by 
allocating monies from other accounts are they budgeting min- 

{mum amounts [n each account or is there ‘‘fat’’ in the budget? 

2, Uf the Board can meet the rest of the deficit in November by 
using additional revenue items why weren't these revenues 

budgeted for in January? 

3, If each budget account ts at a minimum figure and the $7000 
error in calculation had not been made would the soara 

have requisitioned the Town for another $70,000? 

4, If the Board had requisitioned another $70,000 and the Public 
School Board had maintained an equal mill rate what would the 

total supplementary requisition from the Town have been? 


The answer to question No, 4 is approximately $115,000.00 


To give the School Boards another $115,000.00 the Town 
would have required a mill rate of about 70 or another $60 
to $65 per family, The average tax increase this year would 
have been about $110 or almost $10 per month, In fact a $10 
per month tax increase might have enabled the Town and both 
Boards to balance their budgets more easily, Edmonton was 
able to hold the line on the mill rate this year, Admittedly 
these are non-recurring items {n the budget of one or two mills 
such as the initial expenses of starting the hospital but in an 
(nflationary period there is no guarantee that this money will 
not be needed to meet ever increasing costs of labour and mat- 
erials, 

THE WHOLE MESS POINTS UP THE PROBLEM OF FIN- 
ANCING A DORMITORY TOWN ON THE FRINGE OF A LARGE 
METROPOLITAN AREA, ST, ALBERT ISTHEONLYSUCH TOWN

was termed ‘‘ambiguous"’ by Mr, 
Russell, who asked that it be 
broken down, In short, a copy 
of ‘‘the news release’’ will be 
obtained by the Board, The Board 
will seek the advice of Its legal 
counsel as to any Implication tn 
the statement about the behaviour 
of any trustee In office at the 
time of the news release, 
INFORMAL? 

Mr, Russell’s motion that the 
Board use Roberts Rules of Pro- 
cedure for the remainder of the 
meeting was defeated, It was gen- 
erally felt that the Board had 
always held “tnformal’’ meet- 
ings and that it was not necessary 
to follow parliamentary pro- 
cedure, Mr, Russell af this point 
left the meeting, 
“COVER-UP?"’ 

Mr, Russell returned to the

The Chairman of the Board, 
Ron Harvey, thanked Mr, Russell 
for his warning, adding that {f 
the trustees involved wanted to 
be fined, that was their priv- 
llege, Mr, Russeli sald ‘the 
termination of this architects 
contract was just a cover-up 
used by the Board to explain 
the delay in the building pro- 
gram,"’ 

The meeting also discussed a

tually comes to rest on his own 
personal values, Each worker 
must be great within himself 
because only as he relates him- 
self to God can he gainthe moral

The rivalry really started ina 
very friendly manner, so friendly 
indeed that the possibility of it 
mushrooming {nto a friendly 
show of patriotism with all of 
Canada watching and spurring 
them on was quite remote, It 
became reality within a short 
(nterval, from an innocent con- 
versation between Mayors Fow- 
ler and Van Braandt, 

The EDMONTON JOURNAL 
caused the gauntlet to be thrown 
as Gordon Aalborg reported tn 
his ‘‘Rural Route’’ column-- 
‘‘within six months St, Paul will 
no longer be the leader in Cen- 
tennial activities, We have a 
Committee that is going to get 
everyone in St, Albert involved 
in Centennialism, one way or 
another’’ said Mayor Fowler, 

From that moment on, the die 
was cast, it was David versus 
Goliath, 

They said ‘‘He'll never make 
it!’ St, Paul has 37 projects 
Richard (David) Fowler, a quiet 
man who blows better bubbles 
than Jules (Goliath) V, B, te 
fused to give ground and repeated 
his challenge in the Town Hall 
when St, Paul came to visit at 
his invitation, Undaunted, he 
showed them our Town with a 
final chorus to their tune-- You'd 
better get ready, you'd better 
get set, (by Lloyd Wheating), 

St, Paul left, but their spirit 
didn’t, as we hummed the de- 
lightfully catchy tune ‘St, Paul 
St, Paul, ye, ye, yel'’ Westarted 
substituting St, Albert for St, 
Pau! and the fever hit us--we 
started rolling, 

The date for our return visit 
to St, Paul was set for May 21, 
1966, Under the watchful eye of 
roadmaster Dave Iseke, a ‘‘car- 
cade’’ numbering 27 vehicles 
filled with enthusiasts got under- 
way, Therarscarried banners and 
Centennial flags, Each person 
was armed with song sheets 
prepared by Mona Sutherland and 
each wore an identity card (you 
couldn’t possibly be mistaken for 
a ‘‘Paul’’), The ‘‘carcade’’ was 
led by Mayor Fowler in Chief 
Teteranko’s red wagon complete 
with siren, All ages were re- 
presented: Baby Desmond, Cubs, 
Teens, Parents and Grand- 
parents, 


versus St, Paul - 


Keith Everett, M.L.A, jolned 
us at Bon Accord, where we were 
treated to coffee and an inspiring 
speech on Canada, 

With windshield wipers keep- 
ing time, we went over our Song 
sheets ‘‘Just you Walt-Jules Van 
Brabant’ and ‘‘With a Little Bit 
of Luck,” feeling confident that 
our various voices would be alded 
by the tape Gus Curtal took of the 
choirs at Lefetvre's, 

Before reaching the outskirts 
of St, Paul, the Moat forour Fair 
Lady was prepared with Roy 
Gilley a willing partner, A St 
Paul delegation met us with a 
welcome card from the Mayor, 
A huge St, Albert sign was set 
up by the roadside, 

We did not march down the 
streets as was Intended because 
of the adverse weather, but Alma 
and Roy stood on top of our Moat 
dressed tn their colorful cos- 
tures, and took the town by storm 

On reaching the Recreation 
Center, ‘‘Hospitalite’’ was in 
aburmdance! We visited the Toque 
Factory where they promptly 
put our Mayor to work, as they 
said they would, He wasthelrs 
for the day! 

Mayor Van Brabant explained 
that a gift which had been re- 
celved contained ‘‘sour grapes" 
(bubble gum), Soon a contest be- 
tween Mayors Van Brabant and 
Fowler followed--who would 
blow the largest bubble’ Follow- 
ing the traditional story, Dick got 
off to a slow start but blew in 
quiet confidence, and produced 
the largest one! Everyone tried 
{t for awhile until Laroque ann- 
ounced that because St, Albert 
had violated certain specific 
rules, we were being charged by 
St, Paul and that a court trial 
would be held at 5:30, A jury 
would be required, and vole 
unteers were screened with Mrs, 
Mirlin from Africa being turned 
down, also C, Levangie from 
Saskatchewan, Finally they 
turned down almost all of St, 
Albert except Mr, EF, Savole

Our toll bridge was set up on

Sometime in the spring of 1967 the St. Albert Municipal Library 
will move lock stock and eagerly to [ts newly completed perm anent 
home, The Town will glory in its modern, two-storeyed, giaas- 
wallet, architectural akfition; the project committees will disolve, 
thelr profiems now a concrete fact, fut there are some few who 
wil remember the circumstances of Its origin, its struggie for 
survival and the wort and care that was necessary to make !t grow 


and reach [ts fruition,

The progress of the club was 
slow due primarily to the laci of 
time, Most members availed 
themselves readily but for brief 
periods, Finally Mrs, Mildren 
Heron began assuming responsi- 
Dility and under ber organization 
the club expanded and became 
motile, 

The budget for 1950 was set at 
$200,00, made up of contributions 


from the Town of St. Albert, the 
County of Sturgeon and the 
Women's Institute, The Clubwas 
now functioning as a library with 
an open membership, 

For a short while, it was lo- 
cated in the old Michelot Building 
downtown, {n office space donated 
by Mr. Nell Rass, There was a- 
nother temporary move, then to 
the basement of the Community 
Hall for a period of eight years, 

The movement was now known 
as an Associate Library and, as 
such, was eligible for a Provin- 
cial grant to meet {ts annual book 
bodget, Public membership was 
$1.00 a family or $.25 a fuventle, 

Another move, This time ta 
office space provided in the mp- 
erial Lumber Building by the 
Town Council, Here, Mr. Gordon 
Parkes, then administrator for 
the Town, gave the Library en- 
couragement and active support, 
in the fall of 1961, when the Town 
Council moved into the then new 
Town Hall, the Library moved too 
By now the Town grant of $35 


per capita permitted further 
growth and expansion, Under the 
direction of a librarian, the first 
Such financial outlay, the Library 
continued its forward progress, 
By aow Mrs, Heron who had falth- 
fully tendered this growth stepp- 
ed aside, but not out of the pie- 
ture, She is still there, assisting 
{a every way, As amember of the 
Library Board, her interest is as 
high as ever, 

In the fall of 1961, the stock of 
books was at 2500, with aweekly 
eireulation of 150, over amember 
Ship of 40 adults and 305 juveniles 
Population stood at 4000, By the 
Spring of 1966, the stock of books 
Stoad af 8000 (exclusive of the 
recent book drive) with a weekly 
circulation of 600 over amember 
Ship of 700 adults and 1800 juv- 
eniles, Population estimate 
10,000, 

By comparison, this is an {m- 
pressive growth but it is not 
enough to satisfy the Board 
Plans call for greater expansion 
of numbers in membership and 
books, The recent publicity is 
arousing interest of the Town 
people and interest should breed 
a closer association with their 
public library, In the meanwhile, 
1000 new books will be added to 
the existing stocks, The hooks 
are under the careful supervision 
of their costodian, Mrs, Margot 
Johnston, Old books are being 
continually removed from cir- 


culation and new ones added, 
This year, the tally is 230 books 
removed, 1760 books added, The 
Library is open 4 days a week 
for a total of 9 hours, At present 
these times are adequate for the 
usuage, Loan period ts 2 weeks, 
The books range from Poetry to 
Seience, from Fiction to Non- 
Fiction, from Dr, Seuss to Dr. 
Kinsey,

Canada today is a nation of 20,000,000 people, It has one of the 
highest standards of living inthe world, It uni*es people of different 
languages and cultural backgrounds, Its influence inw orld coun- 
cils {s out of all proportion to its population, 

Not all the dreams of 1867 have been realized, The many regions 
of the country and the variety of ethnic groups that form the base of 
our society have had difficulty at times in agreeing on a ‘‘Canadian 
personality’’ and common goals,

The 100th anniversary of Confederation in 1967, and the year

Secondly, I would urge all of us as Canadians to look ahead, 
possibly to the next 100 years and more, so that we may continue to 
build a yet stronger and more united Canada,

Lutheran World Action and Lutheran World Relief, carried on by 
the three major bodies of Lutheranism (The American Lutheran 
Church of which our congregation is a part; The Lutheran Church 
of America; and the Missouri Synod) under the Canadian Lutheran 
Council, have made the name Lutheran known and loved by the 
needy and neglected the world over, 

‘The Lutheran Torch of Hope’’ will come to mean just that for 
the individuals and families of St, Albert, and we trust will live 
up fully to the symbol expressed by this poem:

*Statement of Purpose: 

This can best be expressed by the picture and statements made 
by Mrs, E, K, McAllister, the main teacher of the Class for Re- 
tarded Children, a work initiated by Mr, Olson while serving as 
pastor of Zion Lutheran of Saskatoon: 

“Elght years ago those concerned with Parish Education at 
Zion Lutheran felt greatly concerned because nothing was being 
done for the mentally handicapped children in our community, 
Sensing that God was leading, yet with fear and trembling because 
of lack of experience, we launched out in faith, We can now say 
that we have had the pleasure learning to know and to love more 
than 20 young people ranging in age from 7 to 26 years, 

This work has brought rich blessings, not only to our reguiar 
classes, but also to our ‘‘Special Students,”’ for we have watched 
them grow psychologically as well as spiritually, I think of one 
boy who with sparkling, eager eyes, at the opening of the class 
said: ‘‘I have a clean heart today,’’ When asked how he knew, his 
prompt reply was, ‘‘I asked Jesus to forgive my sins,’’ One of our 
girls worked on through her Confirmation! Great rewards! 

Piano, filmstrips, Hymn-singing, flannelgraph, visual aids, 
memorization, have all been used to make the sessions meaningful 
and progress is evidenced in each of them, God has led us thus far, 
and we look ahead with joy and anticipation, We urge you to take a 
prayerful look at your community; even if there are only two or 
three to be reached, it is worth the effort, One soul is precious 
before God (Matthew 10:31),’’ 

*The Torch of Hope’’ will include all children in our Town and 
Community who are mentally retarded and handicapped, and the 
parents of such children who too need to know that we understand 
and that we care,

or handicapped child, or of being neighbour toa family who has one. 
“The Torch of Hope’’ is a project that will attempt to break into 
the sound barriers of silence; that of the handicapped and retarded; 
that of the parents who too need help and understanding; and that of 
a society who so expertly can shut out that which is unpleasant and 
makes it feel uneasy, To break into the sound barriers of silence, 
and open up the ‘great mystery and miracle of communication’, 
children who in their simple and often uncluttered way need to be 
heard and understood homes that feel isolated and alone struggi- 
ing with a particular and peculiar problem; all men, even the 
least of these, !rrespective of who they are, or what they are, 
Paul Tournter, psychiatrist, puts it this way:‘‘We become fully 
conscious only of what we are able to express to someone else’’, 
‘*Perhaps it has never been harder for people to talk to one another 
from the heart (with deep down sincerity, honesty, and concern) as 
it ls today, and yet never have we needed it more! True communi- 
cation begins when we not only accept the other person, but also 
accept him with delight despite his status, faults, and frailties, 
There is no more powerful channel of communication than: the 
power of the open heart! Humerously !t can be stated in the words 
of the farmer, who having been married for 50 years, said to his 
wife: ‘‘Sometimes, when I think of what you have meant to me all 
these years, it’s all that I can do to keep from telling you,” 
*“The Torch of Hope’ will, we trust, develop into some sort of 
‘*Regional Center’’, were the best possible theories, techniques, 
and personnel can be found to deal withthe mentally retarded and 
handicapped citizens of our Community, helping each of them to 
to achieve what is the God given right of any person-namely, 
self-reliance and a productive life, Isolating and neglecting such 
a person because ‘‘you can’t seem to reach or get through to 
him’’ robs him of his identity and reduces him to be much less than 
God intended him to be, and makes all of us responsible for, 
Reminds me of the story of a plane crash in Switzerland that 
killed off the parents of an entire town, The entire Community 
arose to the occasion! One of the oldtimers remarked: ‘‘We have 
suffered a great deal, But, we have had good fortune too, for we 
have learned that the world has a heart,” 
™‘Dag Hammerskjold’’ once made this statement: ‘‘The longest 
journey is the journey inward’’, The Torch of Hope seeks to do just 
that--to make this journey and thus sow the seed of hope, that there 
may be life, and fruit, and abright future for children, parents, and 
all men everywhere, Our Centennial must be just such a bridge of 
remembrance and renewal!

The dirtiest district in Alberta?

Recently | was travelling to Banff when | stopped in Canmore 
to refuel the car, On the other side of the pump, a travelling 
salesman was also having his tank filled, Gancing at my license 
plate he asked, ‘‘From Edmoaton?’’ | nodded in affirmation and 


then added, ‘‘St, Albert District’, 


lf there was any pride in my 
voice, it soon left me when he 
exclaimed ‘’Oh, that area has the 
makings for the showplace of 
Alberta’’, Too bad the country- 
side is so poorly kept up’’, 

This bluntness must have 
flushed my face for he said not 
another word, By the time I 
reached the Banff Gate I was 
finally able to see some sense 
in what he said, 

One has to place oneself inthe 
shoes of another to understand 
his point of view, Obviously we 
have become far too complacent 
to recognize the evils where they 
lie, 


It is time we took a good 
hard look at the things which 
obscure the beauty of our rural 
areas, Next time you travel on 
Highway 2, north or south of St, 
Albert, make a point of noticing 
the unpainted and abandoned bull- 
dings along the way, If youtravel 
east or west along the Sturgeon 
Valley, you will find the situation 
even more deplorable, Have a 
look at your own farm, How many 
buildings do you own which have 
been for years an eyesore to 
Sunday afternoon drivers? 

Have we in this district lost 
our aesthetic tastes?Must we 
live with such ugliness in aworld 
of natural beauty? Surely, little 
time, effort, and money would go 
a long way to enhance the appear- 
ances of our farmsteads, Let’s 
rectify this situation by doing our 
Share toward making Canada a 
better place in which to live in 
1967, Let’s dismantle old, use- 
less buildings and paint ip those 
which are still useful, 

But let’s not stop here, We can 
now add life, vitality and beauty 


to our farmyards by planting 
lawns, Mowers and shrubs around 
our homes and driveways, In so 
many cases, farm buildings rise 
Sharply out of the barren prairie 
without any form of vegetation to 
make the transition, A well land- 
Scaped farmyard has placed envy 
in the faces of many, Our farm 
friends from the Lacombe and 
Red Deer areas can vouch for 
this, 

A Centennial project to beau- 
tify the farm yard need not be 
costly {n time or money, Trees 
and shrubs are supplied free of 
charge by the nurseries of the 
Department of Agriculture, 
Simply place your order with 
your district agriculturist one 
year in advance and sum ner- 
fallow the area to be planted, 
The work of planting and main- 
taining should be negligible if 
done at regular intervals, Then 
reap a rich harvest of pleasure 
as the farmyard takes on new 
beauty, 

Our roadsides have long been 
a source of problems, To many, 
the ditch, like the mind, is a 
vacuum suitable for collecting 
garbage, These offenders would 
do well to adopt as their Cen- 
tennial project the development 
of the habit of using thenulsance 
grounds provided for this pur- 
pose, To those offended aworthy 
Centennial project would be to 
clean the roadsides adjacent to 
their property, 

Then there is the giving of 
directions, How many of us, when 
giving directions to our resid- 
ences, have spewed out a well 
memorized set of directions 
which have to be repeated se- 
veral times before they are 


understood’? |, for one, am get- 
ting tired of this and plan to 
rectify the situation by choosing 
with my neighbours, a name for 
our road, Anyone may do this 
but first make sure thal your 
road does not already have a 
legal name by checking with your 
local surveyor, If the road has no 
name, why not name it aflersome 
ploneer who first owned adjacent 
property? Mr, George Walker, of 
Walker am Newby, recently told 
me he had coples of the original 
survey of the Sturgeon Valley as 
well as the names of the land 
owners of the day, 

Once the name of the road Is 
selected, the municipality must 
be contacted for its legalization, 
Permission must then be granted 
by the municipality to put up the 
identifying signposts, Undoult- 
edly, the municipality will also 
consider supplying and setting 
them up, Now Imagine giving the 
following directions--go west on 
Lake Drive, right on Delwood 
Road, and left again at Lacombe 
Road, Turn tnto Valleyview Farm, 
Simple, imaginative and beauti- 
ful, 

Ever thought about writing a 
history of your farm? This would 
make a wonderful private Cen- 
tennial project! I'm sure thatifa 
quarter section or river lot, 
Quebec style, could talk, it would 
have a wonderful story to tell, 
Where did those arrowheads you 
found in '59 come from— How 
about the time you found the 
rusted remains of a Colt anda 
skinning knife as you were break- 
ing the wast pasture— What were 
some of the problems on your 
farm during the ‘‘dirty thirties?’’ 
What kind of celebration did you 
have when you turned onthe main 
switch after the power line was 
built? Surely, you would have a 
story to rival a best seller!

supply jobs for so many men in 1967"’, this in my estimation is 
utter nonsense and Centennial celebrations have nothing whatso- 
ever to do with a large oil company giving jobs to a number of 
labourers or tradesmen in 1967, Surely we are not expected to be- 
lieve that this company is supplying jobs just because 1957 is 
Canada’s Centennial Year, They, like any other commercial com- 
pany, are in business for the profit which can be obtained from that 
particular business engaged !n and Centennial innoway, shape or 
form, has anything todo withthe number of jobs they are supplying 

Another particular Project announcement arrived in my business 
office in Edmonton which stated ‘‘Our Centennial Project is the 
supplying of a business directory for the industry in Alberta’, 
Needless to say, this little announcement was put out by a printing 
firm who are engaged in considerable work for the construction 
industry and within five days | received atelephone call from one 
of the salesmen of the printing firm, offeringto sell our company 
mivertising space in this so-called ‘‘Centennial Project’’, In my 
anger | cut off rather shortly a sales pitch which likely had con- 
siderable polish to it, 

I have never made an honest attempt to sit down and clarify in 
my own wind, or put down tn writing, that whieh tn my estimation 
woald constitute a valid Centennial Project, and! don’t propose to 
do so now, because Individuals and groups may well choose to 
celebrate our 100th Anniversary in many different ways and | am 
not about to argue exactly what points make up a valid Centennial, 
Project, however, no one will ever convince me that Canada’s 
Caafederation ts first and foremost in any company’s mind when 
the desired net result from (heir so-called project is dollar profit 
accruing to that company, 

St, Albert citizens and groups, | am proud of you and on behalf

Christmas mailing deadlines are coming up, Have you anyone in 
a foreign country this Year? It has been said that Canadians never 
become truly Canadian until they travel in other countries, Perhaps 
this is because for the first time they are forced to define Canada, 
to themselves and to people who do not know it, They must reach 
back and what they remember becomes Canada totheir listeners, 
Non-C anadians like our open frankness that is tempered with re- 
Serve, they like our unprejudiced view of their traditions, they 
accept our generosity because it is offered with respect and they 
admire with amazement the way we cling to speaking correct 
English, (there are few regional dialects and accents in Canada), 
Canadians away from home have to appreciate Canada before they 
can give us a good image, It is up to us at home to keep their 
Strings attached by remembering where they are now, Christmas 
mail is one of our traditions, 

Four Centennial Sunday afternoons has been suggested by a 
reader, She enjoys our four seasons and believes in seeing them 
first hand, Pick one afternoon in each season in 1967 and drive into 
the country, The children will have a field day, In springtime go 
pussy willow picking, study a pond for life, listen to the frogs, 
watch for birds back from the South, Insummer find wild flowers, 
hunt for butterflies, have a picnic and go swimming, In autumn 
collect colored leaves, (these can be attractively mounted between 
two pleces of waxed paper) watch for flocks of birds gathering for 
migration, look for insect cocoons on tree branches and point out 
harvest operations in the grain flelds, In the winter go skating,

you can’t bear to have them on your main Christmas tree let the 
children decorate one of their own, An inexpensive idea is to an- 
chor a baretree branch in acontainer, To you it might look dread- 
ful but the children will love it, These chains were made for 
many Christmas trees in Canada, 1867,
